Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The prior art of record as applied in the non-final rejection mailed 
September 12, 2006 was discussed. Ms. Tanner indicated that the prior art does not teach application of vacuum while 
having a gap between the mold surface and the pre-preg. Examiner Staicovici indicated that becasue Nelson et ah 
( f 236) teach application of vacuum on the mold cavity and Renaudin et al. ('460) teach a gap, the combination of the 
references teach a mold cavity under vacuum with a gap. Further, Examiner Staicovici indicated that the criticality of 
the gap width is not present in the combined teachings and suggested claiming such a limitation, if supported by the 
original disclosure. Ms. Tanner indicated that an amendment will be further filed in order to advance prosecution of the 
instant application.
